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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because; In Remarks filed 9/18/06, the applicant 
addressed two things. The Office Action failed to state the reasons for the drawing objection and the prior art of Kawano fails to teach or 
suggest "control input value of which Is controlled in dependence of said frequency vlaue, to vary an electrical supply of the amplifier". The 
examiner reviews the Office Action, as well the prior art issued to Kawano and disagrees with the statement of the Applicant . 
First, in the Office Action dated12/19/02, the examiner stated the reasons for the drawing objections 

Secondly, Kawano teaches that the APC comparing the power level set by the TDMA circuit 205 for the radio frequency transmission 
signal (the TDMA output signal that filtered and modulated (column 7 lines 56-62) with the measured transmission power level feedback 
by envelope detector unit 1 17. if it is deviated, adjusts the VGA 131 by a control input value for power level, wherein the control input value 
for the power level is within range of 0 dB to -20 dB (column 7 line 62 to column 8 Iine16). Furthermore, in fig.7, Kawano also teaches the 
control Input voltage value (VG voltage) for variations of voltage when the supply voltage is too high or the PA module is heated up by 
comparing the output voltage feedback with a reference voltage applied at an input of the DC/DC converter (column 1 1 lines 5-28). it 
should be noted that the radio frequency transmission signal as mentioned by Kawano is a filtered-modulated TDMA transmission signal 
and the control input voltage and power values for adjusting the power and voltage levels are depedent upon the transmission signal, it is 
also noted that a power amplifier need to adjust or vary, its power and voltage depending on a signal to transmit (frequency value). Without 
a signal to transmit, the PA does not need to adjust its voltage or power. Therefore, Kawano, indeed, teaches "control input value of which 
is controlled in dependence of said frequency value (the filtered-modulated TDMA transmission signal), to vary an electrical supply of the 
amplifier. 
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
